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Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Services 
for  the  City  of  Truro  for  the  year  1969. 

The  population  remains  almost  the  same,  there  being  a  slight  increase  for  the  year  of 
90  compared  with  1968.  The  number  of  live  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  57. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases  epidemics  of  mumps  and  chickenpox  were  reported 
from  a  few  schools  in  Truro.  Of  the  Infectious  Jaundice  cases  two  contracted  the  disease  when 
travelling  in  Afghanistan  and  Iran  by  car,  the  third  also  contracted  this  complaint  abroad  while 
serving  in  the  Forces  in  Malaya. 

Coronary  disease  continues  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death  in  adults  and  from  the 
tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  is  almost  equally  divided  between  the  sexes. 

It  must  be  noted  that  there  were  no  deaths  reported  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
in  the  Borough  during  1969.  With  245  live  births  registered  one  would  expect  one  or  two  to 
be  born  with  a  severe  congenital  abnormality  which  would  prejudice  their  chance  of  survival 
for  the  first  year  of  life  despite  modern  treatment;  fortunately  this  has  not  occurred. 

With  regards  to  immunisation,  the  decrease  in  Measles  Vaccination  in  1969  was  due  to 
the  withdrawal  of  Measles  Vaccine  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  early  part  of  1969,  after 
which  no  vaccine  was  available  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  body  of  the  Report,  unless  otherwise  stated  the  figures  for  the 
personal  services  apply  to  the  whole  of  the  No.  3  Health  Area. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year,  and  to  Mr.  Marsh 
and  his  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Area  Nursing  Officer,  Miss  V.M.  Graham,  and  the 
Clerical  Staff  at  the  Leats,  for  their  help  in  the  personal  service  section  of  this  report,  and  for 
their  work  throughout  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1.  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (sec.22) 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  —  Truro 

The  number  attending  at  The  Leats  Child  Welfare  Clinic  during  1969  was  4,013 
children  compared  with  3,534  last  year.  The  number  of  sessions  were  51  and  the  average 
attendance  per  session  was  78  compared  with  71  last  year. 

Dental  Clinic 

Dental  treatment  was  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  children  at  the  Dental  Clinic 
at  The  Leats  during  1969. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  two  group  practices  in  Lemon  Street  and  are 
staffed  by  the  Truro  District  Nurses/Midwives.  Thus  all  ante  natal  work  is  carred  out  by  G.P.s 
working  with  County  Nursing  Staff. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes  are  run  in  a  series  of  eight  lectures  per  course  at 
The  Leats  Clinic  and  fathers  are  also  invited  to  attend  one  lecture  in  each  course.  Six  such 
courses  were  given  during  the  year. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  held  at  The  Leats  Clinic  arranged  by  the  Local  Secretary, 
Mrs.  Gauntlett  of  Truro.  Clinics  are  held  in  the  mornings  on  the  first  Friday  in  each  month 
and  in  the  evenings  on  each  subsequent  Friday. 

2.  Midwifery  Services  (sec.23) 

Sixty-seven  deliveries  occurred  in  the  home  in  Truro  City  during  1969  as  compared 
with  seventy-four  during  1968.  With  regard  to  the  provision  of  Maternity  Services  and  the 
Special  Care  Unit  for  the  new-born  at  Treliske  Hospital,  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  pro¬ 
gressive  increase  in  the  number  of  deliveries  in  hospital  under  specialist  and  general  practitioner 
care,  leading  to  the  proportionate  decrease  in  District  Midwifery  cases.  From  the  table,  where 
comparison  by  districts  is  shown,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  reduction  occurred  before  the 
opening  of  maternity  beds  at  Treliske  in  June,  1968.  How  much  of  the  decrease  after  1968 
as  it  applies  to  Truro  City  residents  is  due  to  the  provision  of  maternity  beds  locally  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  assess,  but  the  trend  is  welcome,  and  a  decrease  in  Truro  City  in  the  number  of  home 
delivered  babies  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  live  births  from  53  per  cent  in  1966 
to  27  per  cent  in  1969  illustrates  this  point.

1968. 

No  medical  aid  was  called  for  in  Truro  City  in  the  case  of  home  deliveries. 

3.  Health  Visitors  (sec.24) 

Three  thousand  and  thirty-five  visits  were  made  to  pre-school  children  in  the  City  as 
compared  with  three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  last  year.  Four  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  visits  were  made  to  the  elderly  and  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  special  visits  on 
social  grounds,  mainly  to  the  elderly  and  to  problem  families;  this  compares  with  three  hundred 
and  forty-eight  visits  last  year. 

The  Health  Visitor  specialising  in  T.B.  work  is  required  to  spend  considerable  amount 
of  effort  and  time  in  T.B.  contact  work.  The  present  T.B.  Health  Visitor,  Mrs.  Hart,  apart 
from  her  normal  Health  Visitor  duties,  covers  a  wide  area  of  work  on  T.B.  outside  the  City 
boundary  and  assists  at  the  City  Hospital  contact  clinic  which  itself  is  held  approximately  four 
times  a  year.  During  1969  only  two  cases  of  T.B.  were  reported  in  the  City  and  both  of  these 
were  re-notifications  of  old  cases;  the  contacts  of  these  cases  were  followed  up  and  given  chest 
X-rays  but  none  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  treatment. 

By  offering  B.C.G.  to  those  children  susceptible  to  T.B.  and  selective  screening  of  those 
at  risk  and  contact  tracing  in  known  cases,  there  is  hope  that  the  low  incidence  of  this  disease 
may  be  reduced  even  further  in  future.  Health  Education  talks  and  demonstrations  were  given 
on  fifty-three  occasions. 

Home  Nursing  (sec.  25) 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-three  general  nursing  cases  were  visited  compared  with  three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  last  year.  As  with  previous  years  a  large  number  required  injections 
as  well  as  nursing  care.  Twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  five  visits  were  made  compared  with 
thirteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy  two  last  year.

The  marked  reduction  of  cases  immunised  against  measles  in  1969  is  accounted  for  by 
the  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  withdraw  the  vaccine  in  the  Spring  of  1969. 

5.  Ambulance  Service  (sec.  27) 

This  Service  is  under  direct  County  control  through  Ambulance  Headquarters  and  thus 
no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is  given. 

6.  Prevention  —  Care  and  After-Care 

Routine  twice  monthly  visits  to  Truro  City  (The  Leats)  and  Falmouth  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  were  made  by  the  Mobile  X-ray  Unit  for  the  purpose  of  G.P.  referred  cases  and  also  for 
those  school  and  student  Heaf  positive  cases  requiring  further  examination.  B.C.G.  vaccination 
was  given  to  781  school  children  and  students  found  to  be  Heaf  negative  in  the  whole  of 
Health  Area  No.  3. 

Geriatric  Preventive  Measures  and  After-Care 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47,  1951  Amendment,  no  person 
was  taken  into  care  under  this  Act,  being  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  With  regard  to  the 
supporting  services  for  the  elderly  in  the  City,  much  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  Committee.  A  mobile  meals  service  was  also  provided  by  this  Committee.  The  extent 
of  this  service  and  its  benefits  to  the  elderly  can  be  ascertained  by  the  fact  that  through  the 
organisation  of  Mrs.  Eddy  and  the  volunteers  who  work  with  her,  some  3,41 1  meals  were 
served  to  the  elderly  in  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1970. 


10. 


With  regard  to  chiropody,  4  sessions  were  held  each  month  with  seven  treatments  at 
each  session.  Seventy-eight  people  attended  with  340  treatments  given.  Transport  was  pro¬ 
vided  on  96  occasions. 

Visiting  the  elderly  in  their  homes  is  arranged  through  the  Red  Cross  representatives 
on  the  Committee  and  the  International  Voluntary  Service  is  able  to  give  appreciable  help  in 
home  decoration  and  garden  work.  To  help  meet  the  cost  of  the  chiropody  service,  grants  are 
provided  by  the  City  Council  and  the  County  Council. 

A  lot  of  voluntary  work  and  time  is  put  in  by  the  organisers  and  helpers  and  I  feel  we 
should  all  thank  them  for  the  valuable  work  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  elderly  of  the 
City. 


Medical  Loans 

A  supply  of  domiciliary  aids  for  the  handicapped  is  available  through  the  Health  Area 
Office  and  a  wide  variety  of  other  equipment  required  in  the  home  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals 
and  bed  rests  are  obtainable  through  the  County  Welfare  Department  and  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society. 

Yellow  Fever  Innoculations 

The  Leats  is  a  registered  centre  for  this  immunisation  and  during  1969  two  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  cases  were  immunised  prior  to  going  abroad  as  compared  with  two  hundred 
and  forty-one  last  year. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Cervical  smear  clinics  have  continued  in  Truro  and  Falmouth.  Out  of  the  total  of  578 
cases  seen  at  these  clinics  during  1969,  8  suspicious  cases  were  detected;  out  of  these  eight 
suspicious  cases  one  lady  was  a  resident  of  Truro  City. 

Home  Helps  (sec.  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  but  since  my  last  report  individual  figures  for  each 
District  Council  are  not  available  as  this  Service  is  now  administered  direct  from  County  Hall. 
However,  a  total  of  1,428  cases  received  assistance  in  the  whole  of  Health  Area  No.  3  and  out 
of  this  total  334  cases  were  over  the  age  of  65  years.

City  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report  1969 
Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1969.  The  demand  for  the  report  on  en¬ 
vironmental  health  services  —  the  domestic  side  of  our  way  of  life  —  increases  each  year  from 
students,  organisations  in  the  City  and  the  general  public.  The  layout  has  been  changed  so  that 
those  who  wish  to  read  quickly  of  the  City  Council's  efforts  to  keep  abreast  of  the  ever  rising 
standards  of  hygiene  can  do  so.  Information  needed  by  the  Ministries  and  other  statistically 
minded  persons  is  grouped  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  most  important  matters  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  during  the 
year  were  the  Highertown,  Old  Falmouth  Road  and  Malpas  village  sewerage  schemes  coupled 
with  the  modernisation  of  the  Newham  Sewage  Works;  the  improvement  of  dwellings  to 
modern  standards,  refuse  disposal  and  the  rotation  of  food  stocks  in  retail  shops.  The  Housing 
Committee  having  completed  the  largest  contract  for  new  houses  in  the  post  war  years  turned 
its  attention  to  the  improvement  and  modernisation  of  its  older  houses. 

The  laying  of  new  sewers  in  the  Penwethers  valley  and  the  construction  of  the  Calenick 
pumping  station  as  part  of  the  Highertown  Main  Drainage  Scheme  proceeded  throughout  the 
year.  Negotiations  with  the  Ministry  gave  rise  to  the  hope  that  approval  of  the  expenditure  for 
the  sewering  of  Malpas  village  and  Old  Falmouth  Road  would  be  given  in  1970.  As  a  result  of 
Ministry  intervention  the  Rural  Council,  which  administers  the  area  surrounding  the  City, 
opened  negotiations  with  the  City  Council  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  the  villages  of 
Playing  Place  and  Feock  at  the  Newham  works.  This  will  be  in  addition  to  the  agreement  al¬ 
ready  made  for  the  Threemilestone  village.  It  is  hoped  that  decisions  like  these  will  be  a 
pointer  for  the  future  where  large  sewage  disposal  works  can  be  sited  in  the  right  places  for 
effluent  discharge,  will  be  equipped  with  modern  machinery  and  serviced  by  skilled  staffs 
working  to  high  standards  which  will  prevent  the  present  wholesale  contamination  of  our 
streams,  rivers  and  beaches. 

Late  in  the  year  the  Ministry  asked  the  City  Council  to  formulate  a  further  four  year 
programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  Between  1956  and  1965  nine  per  cent  of  the 
houses  in  the  City  had  been  dealt  with  as  unfit  and  had  either  been  demolished  or  closed. 
Having  in  mind  the  vastly  improved  grants  for  the  modernisation  of  houses  and  knowing  from 
previous  surveys  that  only  six  per  cent  of  the  City's  five  thousand  houses  were  without  modern 
amenities  the  Public  Health  Committee  recommended  to  the  Council  that  it  did  not  intend  to 
declare  any  more  clearance  areas;  that  it  will  deal  with  the  few  remaining  unfit  houses  by  In¬ 
dividual  Closing  Orders;  that  it  intends  to  embark  on  a  four  year  programme  of  house  improve¬ 
ment  and  its  aim  is  to  ensure  that  all  houses  in  the  City  are  provided  with  the  five  standard 
amenities  using  wherever  possible  improvement  grant  procedure. 
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Refuse  Disposal  is  still  an  acute  problem  in  the  City  and  together  with  the  Rural  Council, 
Falmouth  and  Penryn  Boroughs  your  Officers  co-operated  with  the  County  Planning  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  search  for  a  long  term  tip.  It  is  believed  that  such  an  area  has  been  found  and  eventu¬ 
ally  the  City  Council  will  have  to  decide  whether  to  seek  planning  permission  for  an  extension 
to  Newham  tip  or  face  the  additional  costs  of  hauling  refuse  into  the  rural  district. 

The  Committee  again  pursued  its  campaign  to  remedy  the  lack  of  information  available 
to  the  purchasers  of  perishable  foods.  It  met  rebuffs  from  most  official  bodies  but  it  noted  with 
satisfaction  that  more  and  more  manufacturers  of  perishable  foods  having  a  seven  to  ten  day  life 
are  date  stamping  their  packages.  The  majority  of  complaints  of  moulds  in  perishable  foods 
arise  from  those  having  a  life  of  two  to  three  days. 

I  again  express  my  appreciation  for  the  support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  who  have  been  so  helpful  and  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Department,  to  Dr.  Hingston  for  his  help  and’advice  and  to  the  staff  and  workpeople  of 
the  Department  for  their  loyal  service  during  the  year.

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HOUSING 


Provision  of  New  Houses 

Eighteen  dwellings  were  built  by  the  Council  and  seventy  one  were  provided  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year. 

The  Council  had  a  waiting  list  of  417  applicants  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with 
356  at  the  end  of  1968.  It  is  expected  that  this  list  will  continue  to  increase  year  by  year,  chiefly 
by  young  married  couples  unable  to  obtain  homes  of  their  own,  until  such  time  as  the  City 
Council  decides  to  build  again  for  this  type  of  applicant  or  some  way  is  found  to  enable  the 
young  and  low  wage  earner  to  acquire  his  own  home  without  depriving  his  family  of  the  nec¬ 
essities  of  life.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Housing  Committee  the  City  Council  decided 
to  offer  hundred  per  cent  home  loans  to  persons  who  have  been  on  their  housing  list  for  twelve 
months.  The  Council  now  owns  over  1 ,600  dwellings  of  all  kinds  but  the  casual  vacancies  which 
occur  each  year  —  about  thirty  five  —  provide  only  for  those  families  who  get  into  difficulties 
or  who  have  to  be  rehoused  from  unfit  houses,  road  widening  or  redevelopment  schemes. 

Whilst  movement  between  families  on  Council  estates  is  increasing  there  is  still  a  tre¬ 
mendous  amount  of  underoccupation  and  as  young  families  grow  in  size  the  shortage  of  three- 
bedroom  houses  increases.  To  combat  this  the  Housing  Committee  plans  to  build  over  forty 
old  peoples  dwellings  in  the  near  future  in  an  effort  to  persuade  some  of  their  elderly  tenants 
to  move  to  smaller  accommodation  as  well  as  to  accommodate  applicants  in  private  accommo¬ 
dation  who  are  in  houses  too  big  for  them  to  look  after.  But  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  re¬ 
luctance  of  old  people  to  leave  homes  they  have  lived  in  for  perhaps  thirty  years,  which  have 
many  happy  associations,  or  to  part  with  treasured  possessions  which  will  not  go  into  a  small 
home. 


To  help  further  the  plans  of  the  Consolidated  Gold  Mines  to  provide  accommodation 
for  their  workers  and  the  Cornwall  Ex-Service  Housing  Association  to  build  for  ex-service 
people  the  City  Council  has  disposed  of  almost  all  of  its  available  building  land  but  did,  during 
the  year,  acquire  a  site  near  the  City  centre  for  approximately  twelve  Old  People's  Dwellings. 
A  start  should  be  made  on  the  thirty  two  Old  People's  Dwellings  in  James  Place  in  1970. 

Inspection  and  the  Repair  of  Houses 

This  work  consisted  of  inspection  of  houses  following  complaints  from  occupiers,  in¬ 
spections  in  connection  with  the  Unfit  House  Programme  and  the  repair  of  houses  in  con¬ 
junction  with  improvement  grants.  374  inspections  of  private  houses  were  made;  191  Council 
houses  were  inspected  and  491  repairs  and  improvements  were  effected  to  dwellinghouses 
after  action  by  your  Inspectors.  Details  are  listed  in  Appendices  I  and  II  on  pages  27  and  28 
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Unfit  House  Programme 

In  the  past  fourteen  years  433  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with.  324  have  been  de¬ 
molished  and  the  remainder  have  been  closed.  332  families  have  been  rehoused,  5  are  awaiting 
rehousing  and  101  have  made  provision  for  themselves.  In  this  period  40  dwellings  covered 
by  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  fit  and  further  improved  and  are  now  back  in  use.  The  City 
Council  is  now  by  far  the  largest  single  landlord  of  substandard  houses  chiefly  because  they 
have  for  several  years  past  acquired  this  type  of  property  from  private  landlords  who  were  un¬ 
able  to  sell  in  the  open  market  because  of  road  widening  and  redevelopment  schemes.  No 
difficulty  is  anticipated  in  sorting  out  this  problem  as  the  co-operation  between  the  Housing 
Committee,  Public  Works  Committee  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  has  always  been  of 
the  highest  order. 

Reconditioning  and  Improvement  of  Houses 

The  introduction  of  the  new  house  improvement  grants  in  the  Housing  Act,  1969, 
coupled  with  the  declared  intention  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  to  ensure  that  all  houses 
in  the  City  have  modern  amenities  within  the  next  few  years  will  bring  a  new  impetus  to  this 
work.  The  measure  of  co-operation  between  the  City  Surveyor's  Department  and  this  Depart¬ 
ment  on  house  improvement  has  always  been  good  and  procedures  have  been  adopted  between 
the  Departments  and  the  City  Treasurer's  office  which,  it  is  believed,  will  try  to  give  houseowners 
and  tenants  full  information  before  they  embark  on  an  improvement  scheme  which,  whilst 
giving  immediate  benefits  of  improved  facilities,  will  take  quite  a  long  time  to  pay  for  even 
with  grant  aid. 

The  City  Council's  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  have  defined  a  most 
liberal  policy  towards  grants  and  its  policy  decisions  have  eased  the  work  of  those  who  have  to 
advise  the  public.  In  the  seven  year  period  1962-8  two  hundred  and  twenty  seven  houses  were 
improved  to  the  five  amenity  standard.  In  1969  it  was  only  20.  To  achieve  the  aims  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  this  number  will  have  to  be  increased  to  seventy  five  each  year. 

The  Housing  Committee's  contract  for  the  improvement  of  39  houses  on  the  Hendra 
Estate  proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  tenders  will  be  sought  in  1970  for  the  improvement 
of  a  further  section  of  houses  on  this  estate.  It  is  intended  to  improve  three  houses  in  the 
Newquay  Road  area  in  1970. 

Plans  to  send  a  personal  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  to 
all  owners  of  unmodernised  houses  were  held  up  because  of  staff  difficulties. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

During  the  year  a  house  let  in  lodgings  with  an  absent  owner  deteriorated  to  such  a 
state  that  complete  closure  appeared  inevitable.  Two  sets  of  rooms  were  closed  for  habitation 
and  the  occupiers  rehoused;  ownership  changed  and  with  City  Council  assistance  it  is  hoped 
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that  five  self-contained  flats  with  modern  amenities  will  be  constructed. 


Welfare  Services  to  Old  People's  Accommodation 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  these  services  is  done  by  the  City  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector,  who  is  also  the  Council's  Housing  Officer.  The  City  Council  agreed  to  administer  the 
Warden  and  other  welfare  services  on  behalf  of  the  Truro  Municipal  Charities  to  their  newly 
built  Almshouses.  Twleve  wardens  are  employed  to  look  after  two  hundred  and  eleven  flats, 
bungalows  and  bedsitter  flatlets  occupied  by  old  people.  Ten  of  the  wardens  live  in  old  people's 
units  of  accommodation  and  two  are  in  purpose  built  warden's  dwellings.  There  are  fifteen 
groups  of  dwellings  of  three  to  thirty-eight  units.  The  welfare  services  cover  wardens,  telephones 
and  push  bell  systems,  garden  maintenance,  window  cleaning,  laundry  and  meals  where  necessary, 
internal  decoration  and  chiropody. 

There  was  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £5,825  during  1969/70  and  an  estimate  of 
£6,125  for  1970/71,  being  an  average  of  £29  per  dwelling  for  the  year. 

The  Welfare  Sub-Committee's  concern  about  the  upgrading  of  the  older  old  people's 
flats  and  bungalows  is  still  to  the  forefront.  Monies  for  the  provision  of  bell  systems  at  both 
Tregurra  bungalows  and  Festival  Gardens  bungalows  have  been  provided  in  the  1970/71  estimates. 
Following  two  accidents  in  bathrooms  on  the  new  Rosedale  Estate  push  button  bells  were  in¬ 
stalled  in  these  rooms  within  reach  of  persons  sitting  in  the  bath.  This  will  become  standard 
practice  in  new  dwellings. 

A  one  day  course  for  Wardens  sponsored  by  the  County  Committee  for  Old  People's 
Welfare  was  held  in  the  Chapter  House  of  the  Cathedral  and  being  on  a  county  wide  basis  pro¬ 
vided  a  useful  exchange  of  information.  The  opening  talk  by  Dr.  Maureen  Weeks  of  Barncoose 
Hospital  gave  the  audience  a  deeper  insight  into  the  problems  of  old  age  and  emphasised  the 
importance  of  the  work  that  Wardens  were  doing  in  Sheltered  Housing. 

The  formation  of  a  committee  from  interested  organisations  in  the  City  to  enquire 
into  the  possibility  of  providing  an  Abbeyfield  Home  in  the  City  centre  brought  hope  that 
specially  adapted  units  of  accommodation  might  be  provided  in  the  private  sector  of  old 
people's  housing.  Over  a  third  of  the  City  Council's  waiting  list  for  accommodation  is  made  up 
of  old  people  who  need  sheltered  housing  with  Warden  services  and  the  Housing  Committee, 
whilst  proud  of  its  record  of  such  provision,  knows  that  it  is  unable  to  help  in  the  short  term 
a  large  percentage  of  those  who  really  would  benefit. 

The  decision  of  the  Post  Office  authorities  to  provide  wireless  and  television  licences 
at  cheap  rates  for  the  old  people  having  resident  Wardens  covered  all  except  thirteen  of  our 
specially  built  flats  and  bungalows. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Housing  Committee  will  provide  three  hundred  housing  units  for 
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old  people  as  soon  as  is  possible.  With  two  hundred  and  eleven  now  occupied  and  a  further  forty 
four  planned  the  target  could  be  reached  by  the  mid  seventies. 

Disabled  Persons  Bungalows  and  Flats 

The  Housing  Committee  agreed  to  build  a  garage  for  one  of  the  disabled  persons  bunga¬ 
lows  at  Rosedale  Estate  to  accommodate  an  invalid  carriage  and  to  provide  a  hard  standing  near 
to  the  door  of  the  second  bungalow  to  give  easy  access  for  a  taxi  to  load  and  discharge  at  a  mini¬ 
mum  distance. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  administration  of  all  public  cleansing  services  in  the  City  is  the  responsibility  of 
your  Inspector. 

Employees 

These  services  have  an  establishment  of  twenty-five  men,  four  women  full-time  and  five 
women  part-time.  It  is  very  rarely  up  to  strength,  being  in  competition  in  the  labour  market  with 
more  pleasant,  easier  and  better  paid  jobs.  The  pre-war  benefits  of  security  and  pensions  have 
largely  disappeared  and  constant  advertisements  and  all  the  year  round  calls  on  the  employment 
exchange  rarely  bring  the  type  of  man  so  vital  to  these  services.  Whilst  more  sophisticated  refuse 
vehicles  and  mechanical  sweepers  have  helped  to  economise  on  labour  there  are  many  jobs  where 
machines  cannot  replace  men.  Working  in  all  weathers  throughout  the  year,  even  with  a  good 
standard  of  protective  clothing,  is  a  large  factor  in  the  high  sickness  rates  of  outdoor  staff. 

Refuse  Collection 

Weekly  collections  are  made  from  5,040  dwellinghouses  and  from  daily  to  weekly  at 
nearly  500  trade  premises.  A  kerbside  collection  is  in  operation  with  three  full  time  vehicles 
and  crews  of  three  collectors  and  a  driver  together  with  a  fourth  vehicle  to  make  special  collect¬ 
ions  of  refuse,  collect  street  sweepings  and  cover  breakdowns  of  the  other  three.  The  vehicles 
were  purchased  in  1967,  1965,  1963  and  1959  and  in  accordance  with  Council  policy  are  held 
for  ten  years.  A  new  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  vehicle  was  ordered  for  delivery  in  1970/71. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  was  concerned  throughout  the  year  with  the  extensive 
repairs  and  renewals  needed  to  all  public  cleansing  vehicles  and  the  high  costs  that  these  in¬ 
volved.  The  modern  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  come  a  long  way  in  post-war  years  from  the 
simple  side  loading  vehicle  where  the  only  moving  parts  on  the  body  were  manually  operated 
shutters  and  the  tipping  gear  and  one  of  the  crew  stood  in  the  body  up  to  his  knees  in  refuse 
trying  to  pack  in  a  bigger  pay  load.  The  modern  vehicle  is  a  mass  of  moving  parts,  most  of 
which  are  operating  in  the  fine  dust  of  the  refuse.  Rams  and  packers  needed  to  secure  larger 
pay  loads  to  economise  on  refuse  collectors  and  vehicles  are  subject  to  eight  hours  abrasive 
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wear  each  day  in  the  worst  conditions  and  have  very  limited  lives.  Single  engines  supplying  power 
to  the  vehicle  and  to  the  rams  and  packers  are  over  worked  continuously  and  constantly  break¬ 
down.  Vehicle  manufacturers  must  look  again  at  design  and  come  back  to  simple  machines  having 
dust  proofed  equipment. 

Whilst  City  Council  cleansing  vehicles  have  always  been  reasonably  maintained  service 
schedules  were  remodelled  with  the  object  of  trying  to  obtain  prior  warning  of  major  break 
downs.  The  new  schedules  have  improved  servicing  and  provided  a  basic  warning  system,  but  if 
complete  reliability  is  to  be  of  paramount  importance  then  a  different  system  of  maintenance 
will  have  to  be  considered  i.e.  the  replacement  of  units  after  a  predetermined  life  of  so  many 
working  hours. 

The  introduction  of  new  licences  for  drivers  for  heavy  goods  vehicles  has  stopped,  for 
the  time  being,  the  training  of  drivers  from  refuse  collection  crews.  With  several  retirements  of 
drivers  in  the  next  few  years  this  could  be  a  serious  problem. 

Trade  refuse  charges  were  increased  during  the  year  from  20/-  to  22/-  per  bin  per  weekly 
collection  throughout  the  year.  Traders  have  one  bin  emptied  free  each  week  and  have  to  pay  for 
the  remainder  unless  they  take  their  refuse  to  Newham  tip  where  it  is  received  free  of  charge. 

The  City  Council  collects  refuse  on  behalf  of  Truro  Rural  District  Council  in  part  of  the 
village  of  Malpas. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Council  operates  a  controlled  refuse  tip  at  Newham  on  the  edge  of  Calenick  Creek 
where  low  lying  ground  is  being  raised  to  the  height  of  the  adjoining  sewage  works.  The  refuse 
is  placed,  consolidated  and  covered  by  a  Massey  Ferguson  Crawler  Tractor  Shovel  purchased  in 
1965.  Monies  are  to  be  placed  in  the  1970/71  estimates  for  a  new  bulldozer.  Charges  are  still  in 
force  for  the  tipping  of  materials  from  private  sources  when  a  daily  quota  of  four  loads  has  been 
exceeded.  The  Truro  Rural  District  Council  tips  refuse  from  certain  of  its  parishes  at  Newham. 

The  area  of  ground  at  Newham  which  can  be  used  for  tipping  on  the  present  basis 
diminishes  rapidly.  The  Public  Health  Committee  followed  closely  the  efforts  of  the  County 
Planning  Department  to  find  a  long  term  tipping  site  for  the  Falmouth,  Penryn  and  Truro 
Boroughs  and  Truro  Rural  District  and  late  in  the  year  it  appeared  that  a  suitable  area  situate 
about  eight  miles  from  the  centre  of  Truro  City  could  be  considered  seriously.  The  City  Council 
has  a  long  history  of  controlled  tipping  within  its  area  and  younger  citizens  do  not  realise  that 
the  now  beautiful  Boscawen  Park  was  once  mud  flats  covered  with  refuse,  that  Harvey's  Creek 
Car  Park  and  part  of  Harvey's  timber  yard  and  the  area  behind  Lighterage  Quay  were  all  simi¬ 
larly  reclaimed.  The  County  cricket  ground  owes  part  of  its  area  to  the  filling  of  war  time  slip¬ 
ways  with  refuse.  Unfortunately  the  useful  or  beautiful  end  product  of  controlled  tipping  is 
no  consolation  to  those  who  have  to  live  or  work  close  to  a  tip  in  everyday  use  and  in  an  area 
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like  the  City  of  Truro  where  open  derelict  areas  are  non-existent  one  is  bound  to  come  in  con¬ 
flict  with  householders  wherever  a  new  tip  might  be  suggested.  The  Public  Health  Committee 
will,  in  1970/71,  make  a  final  decision  as  to  whether  it  should  transport  the  City's  refuse  over 
long  distances  to  final  disposal  —  about  9,000  extra  vehicle  miles  per  year  are  involved  —  or  try 
to  persuade  the  County  and  Ministry  to  allow  an  extension  to  Newham  tip. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

Newham  tip  is  designated  as  the  place  within  Truro  City  where  residents  may  deposit 
household  refuse  free  of  charge.  The  Committee  decided  to  keep  the  tip  open  on  Saturday 
mornings  for  the  convenience  of  householders  and  widely  advertised  this  facility  in  the  press. 

Street  Cleansing 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  four  street  orderlies  (very  rarely  up  to  strength)  and  a  John¬ 
ston  Brothers  mechanical  suction  road  sweeper.  The  length  of  County  (16.05  miles)  and  City 
roads  (20.64  miles)  swept  is  36.69  miles.  About  fifteen  miles  of  gutter  and  footpaths  are  swept 
by  three  street  orderlies  in  the  City  Centre  with  a  frequency  of  twice  daily  to  weekly  and  the 
suction  sweeper  cleans  the  gutters  of  fifty  three  miles  weekly  (4  miles  of  this  done  four  times 
a  week)  with  one  street  orderly  picking  up  litter  from  footpaths  on  the  route  of  the  machine. 
The  suction  sweeper  cleans  approximately  fourteen  miles  of  gutter  each  day  Monday  to  Friday. 
It  also  works,  together  with  one  street  orderly,  Saturday  and  Sunday  mornings.  The  teething 
troubles  experienced  in  the  first  nine  months  life  of  the  suction  sweeper  were  overcome  and  the 
machine  is  giving  very  good  service  particularly  at  the  time  of  leaf  fall.  Sickness  and  holidays 
amongst  the  street  orderlies  are  difficult  to  cover  and  experiments  were  carried  out  with  a  small 
pavement  sweeper  working  on  the  vacuum  principle.  Unfortunately  men  who  have  spent  most 
of  their  working  life  pushing  a  sweeping  brush  are  not  mechanically  minded  and  cumbersome 
machines  cannot  sweep  in  corners.  Partial  mechanisation  of  street  cleaning  has  taught  us  that 
there  is  no  adequate  substitute  for  a  conscientious  street  orderly  and  as  these  become  unobtain¬ 
able  we  shall  have  to  accept  second  best  mechanical  means. 

Like  most  of  the  pollution  on  our  environment  the  untidiness  caused  by  litter  is  self- 
inflicted.  The  present  anti-litter  laws  are  ineffective  and  when  an  offender  is  caught  the  process 
of  law  is  so  slow  that  the  consequent  fine  has  no  salutory  effect.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  merit 
in  the  continental  system  of  instant  fines  for  these  offences.  The  Public  Health  Committee  is  to 
again  increase  the  number  of  litter  bins  in  the  City  centre  and  will  plan  a  campaign  to  draw 
public  attention  to  the  problem. 

Cesspool  and  Street  Gully  Cleansing 

605  cesspools  and  29  sludge  pits  were  emptied  during  the  year  and  870  loads  disposed 
of.  The  larger  gully/cesspit  emptier  machine  (1 100  gallons)  purchased  at  the  end  of  1968  re¬ 
duced  the  number  of  loads  taken  to  the  tip  by  25%  and  enabled  the  number  of  hours  (545) 
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spent  by  the  machine  on  gully  and  catchpit  cleansing  to  be  increased  by  20%  over  1968.  Road 
gullies  throughout  the  town  are  now  emptied  three  times  a  year  and  the  danger  spots  for 
flooding  are  dealt  with  more  frequently.  Cesspit  emptier  sewage  is  discharged  into  lagoons  at 
Newham  tip.  These  facilities  are  shared  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  eight  conveniences  for  ladies,  eight  for  men,  one  each  for  boys  and  girls  and 
one  urinal  in  the  City  area.  They  are  cleansed  by  five  full-time  and  five  part-time  attendants.  Two 
closet  compartments  at  the  new  Green  Conveniences  were  adapted  for  ambulant  disabled  and 
ramps  substituted  for  steps  at  the  entrances.  The  new  conveniences  to  be  built  in  Old  Bridge 
Street  which  will  incorporate  facilities  for  wheel  chair  disabled  are  still  in  the  design  stage.  De¬ 
cisions  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  decimalisation  of  coin  locks.  Truro  City 
has  a  reputation  for  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  its  public  conveniences  and  this  can  only 
be  achieved  by  employing  attendants,  particularly  in  the  ladies  sections,  for  twelve  hours  a  day 
during  the  summer  months. 

The  Committee  were  reluctant  to  abandon  these  standards  and  finally  compromised  by 
recommending  a  charge  of  one  new  penny  for  entry  to  the  compartments  and  free  use  of  hot 
water,  soap  and  towels  in  the  compartment  for  those  conveniences  in  the  City  centre.  In  this 
way  the  cost  to  the  user  who  washes  his  hands  will  be  less  whilst  those  who  do  not  wash  their 
hands  will  be  encouraged  to  do  so.  Conveniences  at  Malpas,  Pydar  Street  and  in  the  public  parks 
and  playing  fields  and  Cattle  Market  will  be  free.  Hot  water  supplies  have  still  to  be  provided  at 
the  Moorfield  Conveniences  and  the  upgrading  of  the  men's  section  of  the  Lemon  Bridge  Con¬ 
veniences  is  planned  for  1970.

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  on  private  dwellinghouses  and  in  the  cases  of 
business  premises  the  charges  are  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

Sewer  Treatment  for  Rats 

10%  test  baiting  of  sewers  for  rats  was  carried  out  in  March.  Of  the  45  test  points  laid 
there  were  4  complete,  2  partial  and  39  no  takes.  A  maintenance  treatment  of  65  sewer  manholes 
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was  then  carried  out.  Whilst  it  is  unlikely  that  sewers,  particularly  in  the  older  parts  of  the 
City,  could  ever  be  completely  freed  of  rats, the  one  maintenance  treatment  now  carried  out 
does  no  more  than  cull  the  evergrowing  rat  population  and  leaves  a  strong  nucleus  to  breed 
again.  Two  maintenance  treatments  are  planned  for  1970  -  one  in  spring  and  the  other  in 
autumn. 

Insects 


12  flea,  fly  and  cockroach  infestations  were  treated  and  assistance  given  in  the  des¬ 
truction  of  69  wasps  nests.  Rodent  and  pest  control  continued  at  the  premises  of  the  Hospital 
Board  within  the  City  area  until  the  end  of  March  when  it  was  taken  over  by  a  private  firm. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
427  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made.

Renewal  of  the  existing  sewer  at  the  rear  of  Ferristown,  Frances  Street  and  Little 
Castle  Street  to  keep  out  ground  water 

Provision  of  storm  water  sewers  in  Richmond  Hill  and  Kenwyn  Road/Pydar  Street 

A  great  deal  of  trouble  has  been  experienced  by  the  laying  of  foul  and  surface  water 
sewers  in  the  same  manholes  on  new  estates.  Blockages  of  the  foul  sewer  go  unnoticed  until 
such  time  as  a  stream  or  other  water  course  becomes  polluted.  The  Public  Health  Committee 
has  now  made  a  policy  decision  to  prevent  this.  The  advance  publicity  of  Conservation  Year 
in  1970  has  brought  a  public  awareness  that  our  air  should  be  clean,  our  streams  and  rivers 
should  sparkle  and  teem  with  fish  and  that  our  woods  and  hedgerows  should  not  be  respositories 
for  unwanted  materials.  If  all,  instead  of  a  dedicated  few,  would  play  even  a  small  part  in  an 
operation  "Clean  Up"  our  country  would  be  a  much  nicer  place  to  live  in. 
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INDUSTRIAL  HYGIENE 


Factories 

102  factories  are  registered  and  only  thirty-two  inspections  were  made  following  an  in¬ 
spection  of  all  of  them  in  1968.  32  contraventions  were  found  and  remedied  without  recourse 
to  prosecution.  Details  are  in  Appendix  III  on  page  29.  Two  outworkers  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

One  technical  assistant  is  employed  part-time  on  this  work  and  again  staffing  difficulties 
occurred.  No  sooner  is  an  assistant  sufficiently  trained  to  be  useful  and  work  to  some  extent  on 
his  own  inititiative  than  he  leaves  for  a  better  paid  post.  Perhaps  this  is  inevitable  because  of  the 
insistance  on  Higher  National  Building  Certificate  or  Diploma  standard  for  the  appointment  and 
the  natural  wishes  of  young  men  to  advance  in  their  careers.  The  fourth  assistant  in  less  than  six 
years  was  appointed  in  December  after  a  gap  of  several  months  with  the  post  vacant.  Fortunately 
a  great  deal  of  the  Office  and  Shop  work  going  on  in  the  City  involves  demolition  and  rebuilding 
or  wholesale  renovation  and  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  working  with  the  City  Surveyor's  De¬ 
partment  endeavour  to  ensure  that,  from  the  planning  stage,  all  regulations  are  complied  with. 


Six  new  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  giving  a  total  of  394.  Forty-one  general 
inspections  and  a  total  of  395  inspections  were  made.  Forty-two  informal  notices  were  served 
for  202  contraventions  of  the  Act.  Two  hundred  and  forty  improvements  were  effected.  Nine 
accidents  were  reported  and  investigated.  None  were  fatal.  Details  of  inspections  etc.,  are  in 
Appendix  IV  on  page  30  . 


Milk 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Thirty-eight  Distributors  of  milk  are  registered  with  the  City  Council. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  Cornwall  County  Council's  Public  Health  Department 
samples  extensively  in  the  City  area,  pursuant  of  the  power  of  granting  licences,  continued. 

The  City  Council  has  the  right  to  take  samples  and  will  exercise  this  right  should  the 
amount  of  sampling  ever  fall  below  that  which  would  normally  be  undertaken  by  the  City 
Council  or  if  other  circumstances  warrant  this  action.  Details  of  samples  taken  by  the  County 
Council  are:-

Fifty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  one  premise  using  soft 
ice  cream  machine  is  registered  as  a  manufactory.  53  samples  were  taken  and  graded  as  follows: 

Grade  I  —  39  Grade  1 1  — 8  Grade  1 1 1  — 5  Grade  IV —1 

Sampling  was  extended  during  the  year  to  premises  where  ice  cream  is  served  as  part  of 
a  meal.  The  increase  of  Grade  II  and  Grade  III  results  over  last  year  arose  from  two  reasons.  In 
certain  cases  delivery  between  manufacturer's  depots  and  shops  left  much  to  be  desired  and 
the  required  improvements  were  effected.  In  other  cases  the  person  normally  dealing  with  the 
ice  cream  was  allowed  to  put  the  sample  into  the  sterile  jar,  sometimes  with  the  help  of  a  finger 
or  thumb.  Follow  up  samples  by  your  Inspectors  proved  satisfactory  but  the  incidents  had  the 
desired  effect. 

Clotted  Cream 

Fifty-two  samples  of  creams  —  clotted,  single,  double,  synthetic  and  whipping  —  were 
taken  during  the  year.  Your  Inspectors  have  been  taking  samples  of  creams  since  1965  when  it 
was  felt  that  conditions  at  the  places  of  manufacture  and  sale  left  much  to  be  desired.  Very 
little  publicity  was  given  to  this  work  which  eventually  developed  on  a  County  and  then  National 
basis  because  there  was  and  still  is  no  official  standard  with  which  the  bacteriological  condition 
of  a  cream  can  be  compared. 

Adverse  publicity  could  have  caused  irrepairable  dammage  to  a  very  importance  in¬ 
dustry  in  a  predominantly  agricultural  county.  The  co-operation  of  the  manufacturers,  the 
advice  and  work  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Public  Health  Laboratory  workers  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors  have  brought  such  improvements  that  of  the  37  samples  of  cream  taken  in 
the  City  area  between  April  and  December  1969,  27  were  completely  free  of  bacteria.  Bearing 
in  mind  that  most  of  the  foods  we  eat  contain  bacteria  within  permissible  limits  one  can  justi¬ 
fiably  say  that  Cornish  cream  is  a  first  class  product. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

Samples  of  oysters  (5),  orange  juice  (3),  yoghurt  (4),  rennet  (1 ),  frozen  whole  egg  (1 ), 
liquid  egg  (1 ),  corned  beef  (1 ),  server  rinse  water  from  ice  cream  vehicle  (1 )  were  all  bacterio- 
logically  satisfactory.  A  sample  of  Darjeeling  tea  showed  it  to  have  miscellaneous  fungal  ele¬ 
ments.  Dr.  Barrow  and  Mr.  Miller  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  enthusiastically  help 
the  Department  to  solve  problems  which  come  within  their  particular  field  and  we  are  fortunate 
in  having  the  laboratory  in  the  City  area.

After  thorough  investigation  and  discussion  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  severe 
warnings  were  issued  to  the  manufacturers  or  retailers  concerned.  No  prosecutions  were  taken. 

The  Committee  was  again  concerned  at  the  number  of  complaints  received  about  mouldy 
foodstuffs  and  pressed  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corporations  for  their  support  in  persuading 
manufacturers  to  indicate  date  of  manufacture,  packaging  or  despatch  on  all  prepacked  food¬ 
stuffs.  The  Association  through  its  Health  Committee  agreed  with  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
that  such  a  requirement  was  not  practicable  and  that  in  certain  circumstances  a  date  stamp  might 
give  purchasers  a  sense  of  security  which  was  not  justified  by  the  conditions  under  which  the 
food  had  been  kept  since  manufacture.  It  further  felt  that  on  occasions  date  stamping  might 
hamper  local  authorities  because  retailers  might  try  to  avoid  their  responsibilities  of  ensuring 
that  food  is  in  a  wholesome  condition  by  stating  that  a  particular  period  specified  by  the  manu¬ 
facturer  had  not  expired.  It  held  the  view  that  although  the  system  of  date  stamping  may  be 
valuable  within  a  trade,  the  consumer  is  better  protected  by  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  as  they  stand  at  present. 

The  Public  Health  Committee's  views  were  supported  by  the  Truro  Chamber  of  Commerce 
who  sought  the  help  of  the  County  Federation  of  Chambers  and  the  National  Chamber.  Members 
of  the  local  Chamber,  who  are  daily  engaged  in  the  sale  of  perishable  foodstuffs,  have  agreed  to 
continue  their  efforts  to  persuade  manufacturers  of  these  commodities  to  institute  date  stamping 
of  their  products. 

Members  of  the  public  are  far  too  tolerent  of  the  way  their  food  is  prepared,  handled 
and  sold.  Inspectors  cannot  be  everywhere  all  the  time.  The  manufacturer  and  shopkeeper  de¬ 
pend  for  their  living  on  the  purchaser  and  a  complaint  on  the  spot  is  often  the  most  effective 
way  of  bringing  changes. 

Condemnation  of  Food 

761  certificates  were  issued  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  10,472  lbs.  of  unsound  food 
from  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  City.  5,448  lbs.  of  diseased  meat  were  condemned  at  the 
slaughterhouse. 
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Meat  Inspection 

4,191  animals,  mostly  sheep  and  pigs,  were  killed  at  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the 
City  area.  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  and  calves  has  been  absent  since  attestation  of  cattle  was  adopted 
in  the  County,  but  2%  of  pigs  heads  are  still  affected  with  this  disease.  It  was  necessary  to  de¬ 
tain  in  deep  freeze  for  the  requisite  time  two  carcases  of  steers  which  were  affected  with  the 
parasite  Cysticercus  bovis.  Whilst  the  figure  of  fourteen  for  whole  carcases  condemned  appears 
large  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  large  number  of  the  animals  come  to  the  slaughter¬ 
house  from  the  proprietor's  own  farm  and  these  condemnations  usually  result  from  accidents. 
Details  of  carcases  inspected  and  condemned  are  in  Appendix  V  on  page  31  . 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  plants  in  the  City  area. 

Registration  and  Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

There  are  180  food  premises  in  the  City  plus  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  bed  and  break¬ 
fast  houses.  Details  of  these  premises  in  categories  of  trade  are  in  Appendix  VI  on  page  32. 
Eleven  premises  are  registered  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  potted,  pickled  or  pre¬ 
served  foods.  175  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  and  169  improvements  effected. 

The  premises  of  all  who  advertise  food  and  accommodation  in  the  official  handbook  of  the 
City  or  through  the  Enquiry  Bureau  are  inspected. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

From  1st  April,  1968  the  South  Cornwall  Water  Board  took  over  the  supplies  to  the 
City  from  the  Truro  Water  Company  Limited  and  during  1969  water  from  the  original  source 
at  Tregurra  has  been  augmented  again  by  supplies  from  Stithians  Treatment  Works. 

The  pH  value  of  the  raw  water  at  both  sources  is  in  the  order  of  6.8  to  7.2  and  the 
final  treated  water  to  supply  is  in  the  order  of  8.2  to  8.6 

The  treatment  is  by  alumina  ferric  coagulant  and  lime  with  sterilisation  by  chlorine 
and  by  sedimentation  tanks  followed  by  pressure  filtration  at  Tregurra  and  rapid  gravity  filters 
at  Stithians. 

The  bacteriological  and  chemical  quality  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  area  is  satis¬ 
factory.  78  samples  were  taken  by  your  Inspectors  in  1969.  The  Board  took  59  samples  be¬ 
tween  1st  April  1969  and  31st  March,  1970.  The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  and  the  analyses 
show  that  the  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.1  ppm. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies.  All  were  from  the  New  Mills 
area  and  were  unsatisfactory.  Discussion  are  to  take  place  between  the  City  and  Rural 
Councils  and  the  Board  for  an  extension  of  public  water  supplies  to  the  New  Mills  and  Boscolla 
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areas.  Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  City  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains.  The  exceptions 
are  isolated  groups  of  houses  on  the  outskirts  at  Three  Corners,  New  Mills  and  parts  of  Pen- 
wethers. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City  area. 

Caravan  Sites 

One  large  site  licensed  for  eighty  residential  caravans  and  five  other  individual  sites 
are  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  Act  1960.  The  large  site  continues  to  change  in  character 
each  year.  These  reports  in  the  1950s  noted  unsatisfactory  cesspit  drainage,  inadequate  water 
supplies  in  summer  and  hardboard  caravans  which  deteriorated  quickly  and  made  caravan 
dwellers  people  in  transit  seeking  something  better.  The  early  1960s  brought  a  sewer  to  the 
site  and  a  network  of  drains  within  and  a  booster  station  ensured  adequate  water.  Metal  cara¬ 
vans  with  better  insulation  brought  better  living  conditions  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
proprietor  the  substandard  vans  were  demolished  as  families  were  rehoused.  As  the  1 970s  start, 
of  the  72  caravans  on  the  site  69  have  sinks  connected  to  the  drainage  system,  67  have  water 
taps  within  the  caravan  and  32  have  their  own  water  closet  either  in  the  caravan  or  in  an  ad¬ 
jacent  hut.  Eighteen  caravans  are  fitted  with  slipper  baths.  A  few  substandard  caravans  remain 
and  these  will  disappear  when  the  occupants  move  to  better  conditions. 

Private  Swimming  Pools 

Swimming  Pool  waters  were  tested  at  three  private  schools  by  your  Inspectors  for  resi¬ 
dual  chlorine  and  pH  value. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

Two  pet  shops  are  licensed  under  this  Act. 

Fouling  of  Footpaths 

The  flagrant  disregard  for  the  byelaw  which  prohibits  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs 
was  discussed  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  several  times  during  the  year.  Expensive  metal 
notices  drawing  attention  to  the  byelaw  purchased  by  the  Committee  disappeared  within  days 
of  being  exhibited  -  presumably  they  have  become  "collector's  pieces".  Paper  notices  under 
the  Byelaws  are  available  free  of  charge  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  office  to  any  person 
who  wishes  to  exhibit  them.  The  Public  Health  Committee  adheres  to  its  firm  intention  to  pro¬ 
secute  on  evidence  being  given  and  authorised  the  Town  Clerk  to  do  so. 
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Burial  of  Poor  Persons 

The  necessary  action  under  Section  50  National  Assistance  Act  1948  was  taken  in  one 
case.  A  yearly  contract  is  made  with  a  local  undertaker  for  this  purpose. 

Administration 

Your  Inspectors  attended  training  courses  on  Lift  and  Hoist  Regulations  made  under 
the  Offices  and  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  in  Bristol  and  Plymouth  and  attended 
conferences  on  Improvement  Grants  and  Improvement  Areas  under  the  Housing  Act  1969  at 
Paignton  and  Camborne.  The  City  Council  nominated  the  City  Public  Health  Inspector  for  a 
course  in  Senior  Management  in  1970. 

Clean  Air  Acts  1956-68 

Boiler  plants  and  chimney  heights  were  approved  for  two  new  premises. 

Vandalism 

The  City  Council  endeavours  to  provide  a  wide  variety  of  services  of  as  good  a  standard 
as  economically  possible.  It  is  discouraging  to  reckon  up  the  cost  caused,  by  a  small  minority, 
by  theft,  damage  and  defacement  of  public  facilities.  Printed  paper  notices  last  only  days,  wood 
posts  for  notices  are  sawn  off  at  ground  level,  mirrors  are  stolen  from  new  conveniences  within 
weeks,  up  to  a  score  of  plastic  wash  basin  traps  have  disappeared,  empty  houses  are  stripped 
of  everything  saleable,  litter  bins  are  regularly  damaged  and  thrown  into  the  rivers  and  the 
graffiti  in  public  conveniences  —  both  male  and  female  —  are  indescribable.  The  actions  of  a  few 
deprive  the  many  of  top  class  services  and  there  is  no  doubt  that,  given  the  necessary  evidence, 
the  Council  will  prosecute  and  press  for  heavy  penalties.
